“The former Kaiser’s palace re- 
sembles a wreek when viewed from 
the street, as hundreds of bullet 
holes ean be plainly seen where 
the bullets have pierced the walls. 
A number of :public buildings and 
statutes are nearly in ruins due to 
the heavy fighting in the latter part 
of 1918. 

“Our sightseeing tour of Berlin 
completed, we motored to Potsdam, 
the former summer home of the de- 
parted Kafser and Kronprinee, The 
palaces are all in the hands of the 
present government as well as other 
perty owned hy them.

He died a raving lunatic’ in 
i madhouse ,and many of those who hold to his 
doctrine are, at least to Some extent, headed in 
that direction, Here is hig indictment of Chris- 
tianity. Did you ever read anything worse: 
“With this T conclude ,and pronounce my sen- 


tence: I condemn Christianity. To me it is the 
greatest of all imaginable corru ptions. The: 
/ church is tife great parasite; with its anemic 


idea of holiness it drains of all its strength, its: 
love, and its ‘hope. The other world is the: 
motive for whe denial of every Teality. I calli 
Christianity the one great curse, the one great 
intrinsic depravity ,the one great instinct of re- 
venge, for which no expedient ig sufficiently pois-- 
onous, s@cret, underhand ,to gain its ends, I call 
it the one immortal shame and biemish upon the: 
human race.”
